Pointer 
for 
Whist 


Clubs. 


E D I T O R 
G A Z E T T E —Will you 
please 
inform me, as well as the public, what 
"Yankee Whist" is and 
how it is 
played. I have heard of it but 
can 
find no one to explain it. 


W H I S T P I . A Y E R . 


[The new game, while not so inter­ 
esting or so scientific, fills in very well 
where there are not four players to 
make up a regular game, and gives a 
very good opportunity for a display of 
skill. 


It is generally known as 
"Yankee 
whist," and, as in option whist, all dis­ 
putes about your partner's play and the 
possibility of drawing a poor 
partner, 
are d o n e j w a y with. 


In playing the game the whole pack 
of cards is used. 
First deal two cards, 
alternately, first to your opponent and 
then to yourself. These cards are kept 
separate from the other piles. 
T h e n 
deal the cards face down in 
2 4 piles 


1 2 in front of the non dealer and 1 2 in 
front of the dealer. 
Next deal the rest 
of the pack face upward on each of the 
2 4 piles already dealt. 
Each 
player 
will then have 1 2 packs of two each in 
front of him. 
T h e 
two cards 
first 
dealt are taken up and looked at. Then 
the non dealer looks at the two cards 
in his or her hand and the 
1 2 face 
upon the board and names the trump, 
whatever suit he or she thinks to 
be 
the 
most 
favorable 
from 
the 
cards 
which are'turned up. 


T h e game then begins with the non 
dealer, and the game is carried on the 
same as in ar. ordinary game of whist. 
You must follow suit if you can. As 
soon as the card which is exposed is 
played, and the trick on which it is 
played is taken up, the card underneath 
is turned up, and the game is continued 
until this process causes all the 
cards 
to be exposed, but not, however, until 
long toward the close of the game. 


Consequently there is always enough 
uncertainty about the strength of your 
own hand and that of your opponent's 
to give plenty of opportunity for care­ 
ful and thoughtful playing. 


Every trick taken over 1 2 counts as 
one point, and the game is usually 10 
points, although any number of points 
can be played. 


T h e game has not been 
introduced 
very 
extensively at present, and in 
many whist clubs it is practically un­ 
known. 


Where the game originated is un­ 
known, but if played 
properly it will 
be found to be very i n t e r e s t i n g . — E D ­
